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Research park 
‘will bring jobs’

THOUSANDS of jobs will be 
created in Haverhill if a new 
research park gets the go ahead, 
developers behind the ambitious 
project claim. 

Carisbrooke Investments hope to 
build the park on a site entering 
Haverhill from Cambridge, just 
behind the Spirit of Enterprise 
roundabout. 

Its plan for the land near Hanchett End 
includes a high quality business and 
research park “set within a well-landscaped 
environment, incorporating landmark 
buildings”. 

A third of the site could feature a mix of 
higher value commercial and residential 
uses, which could be required to make the 
scheme commercially viable. 

The draft masterplan for the Haverhill 
Research Park will be unveiled at a comm¬ 
unity consultation event today from 2-8pm 
at the Days Inn, Haverhill. 

But Paul Sutton, of estate agents Cheffins, 
told a meeting of the Haverhill Partnership 
last week that the sloping site would require 
extensive ground works. 

He estimated land and infrastructure costs 
alone could top £8 million. Plans to 
incorporate a mix of high-value uses would 
be needed to ensure the venture was viable.

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'no hassle' consultation 
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Knife amnesty 
takes to road 


SUFFOLK’S year-long knife 
amnesty is going mobile, so 
that people can “Bin a Blade” 
at 11 additional locations. 

Mobile knife bins are 
touring Suffolk from February 
1 and will visit Haverhill 
during February and March. 
Two red mobile amnesty bins 
will be at police stations 
across Suffolk, and anyone 
who has a knife or blade they 
wish to dispose of safely can 
deposit it anonymously in 
one of them. 

As the mobile bins begin 
their schedules, the three 
static bins are being emptied 
and a check a fortnight ago 
found around 500 knives had 
been deposited in the first 
four weeks of the campaign. 

Suffolk’s Chief Constable 
Simon Ash said, “While 
Suffolk does not have a 
significant problem with 
knife crime, every knife 
deposited in one of the 
amnesty bins is a potential 
tragedy prevented. 

“The mobile bins mean 
people who don’t live or work 
in Suffolk’s largest towns don’t 
have to worry about how to 
dispose of knives - they can 
take them to a secure location 
at some of our smaller police 
stations anonymously.”

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£190k scheme to cut 
speed through estate

SPEED humps on a housing estate 
- which have caused controversy 
for almost 20 years - are to be 
replaced for a third time. 

The first set of conventional speed 
humps were installed on the Chalkstone 
estate in Haverhill following the death of a 
schoolgirl in the early 1990s. They attracted 
widespread criticism for being too high 
and damaging vehicles, including buses. 

In 2002, speed cushions were put in to 
replace the humps, but residents claimed 
they did not deter speeders as the gaps 
between each cushion were too wide. 

They said the estate was becoming a 
“race track” and feared another fatal 
accident would occur. The speed cushions 
were modified to become flat-topped 
humps in 2003 as part of a £35,000 scheme. 

Chris Cullum, a former town councillor 
who was part of a residents’ group which 
campaigned against the speed cushions at 
the time, said he had been told by a council 
worker that the humps would be replaced. 
The new ones would be made of rubber, 
and would be bolted down so that they 
could be adjusted or replaced. 

Mr Cullum said: “We have had mark one 
and mark two, now we are getting mark 
three. This sounds like what we were telling 
them was needed in the first place. 

“The first humps were too abrupt and 
the second ones ineffective. A lot of money 
has been wasted in the past and they 
would not listen to people on the estate. 
Hopefully these will not wear away like 
tarmac and be more flexible if the height 
needs to be changed. I work in the 
construction industry and we often use 
these things on sites.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk County Council 
said: “The humps are being replaced 
following damage caused by the severe 
winter last year. 

“The scheme will involve the removal of 
the humps, repair of the road surface and 
installation of new humps bolted down to 
the carriageway. 

“There are 67 individual humps or level 
crossing points and those most in need of 
attention will be treated as part of the 
works. 

“The estimate costs for the work are 
£190,000.”

Parish council

A PARISH council is planning 
to hold a public meeting to 
discuss how residents can 
save the village library from 
closure.

Mr Sutton said: “Caris- 
brooke could put a half¬ 
million square foot shed 
on the site for distrib¬ 
ution warehouse use, 
which would create very 
little employment, but 
they do not believe that 
would be desirable. 

“They share the coun¬ 
cil’s vision of a landmark 
development on this 
prominent gateway site 
entering Haverhill. They 
want to create an excit¬ 
ing, innovative use of the 
site, to create employ¬ 
ment in the town and 
stop migration to Cam¬ 
bridge. 

“If all goes well they 
would submit plans later 


this year and could have 
the first occupation on 
the site by spring 2013. It 
would generate a high 
number of jobs, we bel¬ 
ieve it would run to 
several thousands.” 

Mr Sutton said it was 
possible that a business 
start-up and innovation 
centre could be included 
on the site, which would 
benefit the local comm¬ 
unity. 

Anne Gower, chairman 
of the partnership, said: 
“We are not talking about 
years and years before we 
see anything happening. 
I think this is a very 
exciting scheme.” 

Today’s exhibition will 
be followed next week by 


the release of a master- 
plan focused on how 
Haverhill should develop 
over the next 20 years. 

Haverhill Vision 2031 
will be launched on Tues¬ 
day at an event for stake¬ 
holders. It will be be 
followed by a variety of 
smaller drop-in sessions 
and new neighbourhood 
consultation workshops 
will be held in and 
around the town during 
February and March. 

The events will be 
hosted by St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council or 
the developers of the new 
neighbourhood areas 
around the town. 

Haverhill Vision 2031 
will focus on housing, 


jobs, services and the 
facilities required “for a 
town in the 21st century”. 

It will also consider 
issues of deprivation and 
social inequality and how 
the provision of services 
can be enhanced and 
developed. 

The council has called 
on as many residents as 
possible to comment on 
the plans.

Firefighters 
halt blaze

“This will help to prevent 
a chimney fire.” 


PEOPLE will have to wait longer 
for fire engines to arrive on the 
scene of an emergency if proposed 
job cuts at Haverhill fire station go 
ahead, a firefighter has warned. 

That was the stark warning Andy 
Message, acting brigade secretary for the 
Suffolk Fire Brigades Union - and a 
firefighter based at Haverhill, delivered to a 
meeting of the Haverhill Partnership 
Group, last week. 

Mr Message shared his views on the 
proposal to cut four jobs in Haverhill by 
reducing cover to on-call at weekends. He 
estimated that it would take on-call crews 
six minutes longer to reach a call, and said 
those extra minutes could be critical in 
road accidents and other incidents. 

He said: “There will be more fires, it will 
have an impact. 

“We have won an award three years 
running for doing the best proactive work. 
We go to fetes and events at weekends to 
give fire prevention advice and unless 
people are willing to go voluntarily, we 
won’t be there in future. 

“We have an excellent record - we 
should have more firefighters than we do. I 
firmly believe the community work that we 
do is of massive benefit in fire prevention. 
If we don’t do it there will be an impact and 
there will be more fires. 

“Ten years ago, fire cover was upgraded 
from five to seven days a week and we were 
very close to being upgraded to 24-hour 
because of population growth and the high 
industrial risk. There are about 4,000 new 
houses due to be built in the next 10 to 15 
years and we are going to need more

firefighters and more engines, not fewer. 

“I don’t want anyone to wait longer than 
they do now for a fire engine. We are very 
often the first emergency service at the 
scene of an incident and it can be 10 
minutes before anyone else gets there. It 
may not be every hour of every day, but I 
know we have saved lives by being there 
sooner.” 

Pat Dacey, district manager for Suffolk 
Fire Service, also spoke at the meeting last 
Thursday. 

He said Suffolk Fire Service was already 
the leanest and most efficient brigade in 
the country, and with 80 per cent of its 
budget spent on salaries the £2.5 million 
savings they were forced to make could 
only be to frontline staff. 

He said: “We are looking at the least 
worse solutions, and Haverhill is a low 
activity station with only about 350 calls a 
year. This is not a reduction in fire cover for 
Haverhill, it will just be crewed differendy. 
Our statistics show there is only three 
minutes difference between full-time and 
on-calls response times. Haverhill has a 
low number of calls at weekends and very 
few of them involve life risk.” 

Alex Keep, of Haverhill Red Cross, spoke 
about his own experience with the figure 
service. 

He said: “As someone who ‘died’ after 
being trapped in a road crash for two hours 
before being resuscitated at Adden- 
brooke’s, we had to wait for a fire crew to 
come from Saffron Walden. It was 30 years 
ago, but I hope that no-one would be in my 
circumstances for so long with minimal 
support.” 

Mick Smith, of Haverhill Association of 
Voluntary Organisations, said he had spent 
25 years working on the London Under¬ 
ground and found it was much better to be 
proactive. 

He said: “We have to stand up to these 
people who say they have to make cuts 
and say, stop pretending, there is an 
alternative.”

Help us save 
care home 

Sir, Suffolk County Council is 
consulting on the sale, transfer or 
closure of Place Court Older 
Persons Home. There is no option 
in the report that went to the 
county council cabinet committee 
recommending retaining the home 
in county council ownership or 
management. 

As a group, we have extreme 
concerns regarding the transfer or 
sale to a third party organisation. 
The Quality Care Council, which 
was established to monitor the 
standards of care in such homes 
nationally is moving to a “lighter 
touch” inspection regime, and 
there is already evidence that care 
home providers can erase a poor 
inspection report from the record 
simply by re-registering under a 
new name. 

Some residents may have seen the 
recent example on local television 
of the care home residents given 
three days notice of their home’s 
closure by an independent 
contractor. 

We believe we, and our 
townspeople, as potential future 
residents of Place Court, deserve a 
better standard of care than that 
the county council is seeking to 
achieve through transfer/sale or 
closure. 

The town council has set up an 
electronic petition on the county 
council’s own website to object to 
any proposals to transfer Place 
Court from county council 
management to a third party, or to 
close it. We would urge all 
residents, especially those with 
family or friends in Place Court, to 
sign the electronic petition, which 
can be found at http://petitions.

For those who prefer to sign a 
paper version, copies will be 
available to sign at the arts centre 
reception, High Street, Haverhill 
between 9am and 5pm, Monday to 
Saturday.

Watoto Child Care 
Ministries were borne out of a

Pentecostal Church in 1992 to 
meet the needs of orphaned 
children in Uganda. It is 
estimated that there are two 
million children orphaned in 
Uganda because of civil war 
and the result of the AIDS 
epidemic. 

Watoto currently operates

Robberies 
increase in 
the county 


ROBBERIES increased by more 
than 20 per cent in Suffolk last 
year but overall crime rose by 
just 0.2 per cent. 

The latest figures issued by the 
county’s police show that the biggest 
percentage increase in crime was for 
robberies which increased to 222 
between April and December - 
compared to 184 in the same period in 
2009. 

Crimes of all kinds increased from 
35,626 to 35,682. 

The county has the second-lowest rate 
of anti-social behaviour in the country, 
following a 9 per cent fall - equivalent to 
more than 3,000 incidents. There was 
also an 8 per cent fall in criminal 
damage offences. 

House burglaries increase by more 
than 6 per cent, with an additional 218 
offences giving the total for the period 
1,569. 

But drug crimes fell by 22.6 per cent -

Assistant Chief Constable (ACC) Paul 
Marshall said tackling house burglaries 
remained a priority. 

He said: “We are working hard to 
arrest and prosecute criminals, while 
crime reduction officers are providing 
people with preventative advice on how 
to beat the burglar. 

“Adhering to basic preventative 
measures and using a common-sense 
approach to securing property is the 
easiest way to prevent being a victim of 
crime.

We need people to play their 
role in crime reduction by turning the 
key and pushing the door in the face of 
burglars. 

“There are some other aspects where 
there is still more for us to do, and we 
recognise that this must now be 
achieved against a background of 
significant budget cuts. Every crime has 
a victim, and one more victim is one too 
many. In these financially challenging 
times, we will work ever more closely 
with the local community to continue 
this strong performance.” 

The increases in burglary, robbery and 
vehicle crime are offset by increases in 
detection rates, with burglaries at 24 per 
cent, robbery at 29 per cent and vehicle 
crime at 11 per cent.

Rights vary when buying a car 



Haverhill Citizens Advice Bureau this 
month looks at how to go about buying 
a second-hand car and the rights 
buyers have to ensure piece of mind. 


Q : I’m thinking about buying a 
second-hand car, but I don’t 
want to get ripped off with a 
dodgy vehicle. What are my 
rights? 

A : If you are buying a second- 
Llhand car your rights will 
depend on where you bought it. 

If something goes wrong you will 
usually have more rights if you 
bought the car from a dealer than 
if you buy from a private seller or 
at an auction, but make sure you 
check the small print. 

If buying from a dealer (in 
person or over the internet), the 
car needs to meet certain criteria; 
it must match its description, be 
of satisfactory quality (i.e. in 
reasonable condition for its age, 
history and price) and be 
roadworthy. But you should be 
very wary about signing any 
documents which state that you 
have examined the car and found 
it satisfactory in all respects, or 


these rights will no longer be 
valid. 

If you buy a car in person at a 
live auction, you should check 
the terms and conditions of the 
business of the auction. You may 
have limited rights if the car turns 
out to be faulty. For example, they 
may state that your rights under 
the Sale of Goods Act are 
excluded. It will be your 
responsibility to check the car 
before you bid for it. 

If you buy from a private seller, 
either face-to-face or online, you 
won’t have the same rights as if 
you buy from a dealer, but it is 
still a criminal offence for anyone 


to sell a car that is not 
roadworthy. Be very cautious of a 
seller who wants to meet you 
away from their private address, 
whose name is not in the logbook 
or who is vague about answering 
your questions. Before you buy a 
used vehicle you can check to see 
if it’s been stolen, written-off or 
has any finance outstanding 
against it through the DVLA or 
private vehicle check companies.

Pensioners’ charity

computers to be upgraded.

After the war ended she was sent to 
Poland, where she saw concentration 
camps and the devastation caused by 
the war. 

In 1953, the first care home 
opened at Cavendish in Suffolk and 
she died in 2000, leaving more than 
100 homes in the UK and abroad, as 
well as starting a chain of more than 
350 shops.

Atlantic rowers pass halfway 


ROWER Chris Covey has 
passed the halfway mark 
in his epic record-breaking 
attempt to row the 
Atlantic. 

Chris, from West 
Wickham, is part of an 
elite British rowing group 
of six called Team Hallin, 
which passed the 1,500- 
mile mark this week.

The team set off from 


Tenerife on January 6 in 
their vessel, Hallin Marine, 
and have rowed non-stop 
since. 

The east to west 
transatlantic record 
remains the ultimate prize 
in ocean rowing. 

Team Hallin hope to 
smash the current time of 
33 days, seven hours and 
30 minutes and be the first 
team to cross the ocean in 
less than 30 days.

Hospital earns 
praise for care 


A SUFFOLK hospital has 
been voted one of the best 
in the country by cancer 
patients. 

The new survey, which looked 
at the experience of cancer 
patients using NHS services, 
placed West Suffolk Hospital , 
which cares for Haverhill patients, 
among the country’s best per¬ 
forming trusts in a number of key 
areas. 

The 2010 national cancer 
patient experience survey asked 
patients at 158 NHS trusts for 
answers to 59 questions relating to 
the quality of care they received, 
and their overall NHS experience. 

The results placed the hospital, 
in Bury St Edmunds, in the top 20 
per cent in 44 areas, including: 
explaining what would be done 
during diagnostic tests, giving 
written information about the 
type of cancer the patient has, 
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providing understandable an¬ 
swers to patients’ questions, 
giving families the opportunity to 
speak to doctors, always giving 
patients enough privacy and 
dignity during examinations, 
providing clear information about 
what to do after discharge and 
giving the right amount of 
information about the patient’s 
condition / treatment. 

Gwen Nuttall, the hospital’s 
executive chief operating officer, 
said: “We are very pleased with the 
results of this survey, as they show 
that cancer patients receiving 
treatment at West Suffolk are gen¬ 
erally very happy with their 
experience at the hospital. 

“This is a testament to our staff, 
who work hard to make sure they 
provide an effective service which 
is responsive to the needs of our 


patients. 

“We always welcome feedback, 
as it highlights areas where we are 
doing well while also helping us 
identify where further im¬ 
provements could be made. 

“We have already taken prac¬ 
tical steps to address the areas 
where the survey shows we 
haven’t done as well. We are 
confident that these measures will 
help improve the experience our 
patients have still further in the 
future.” 

West Suffolk fell below the 
national average in just one area, 
which related to information 
about free prescriptions. 

To address this, clinical nurse 
specialists are reminding patients 
they can receive free prescriptions 
during every appointment while 
patient leaflets are being amended 
to make this information clearer.

Cancer survivor who 
now lives his dream 


S PLITTING his 
time between 
Cambridge, Los 
Angeles and 
Thailand, on paper 
Alan McArthur 
seems to have a 
glamorous jet set 
life. 

He’s spent the past 12 
years travelling the 
world photographing 
some of the most 
magical places on the 
planet, from the 
mystical temples of 
Thailand and the exotic 
shores of Sri Lanka to 
the steep streets of San 
Francisco. And every 
summer he returns to 
Cambridge - where his 
father still lives - to 
teach, run tours and 
capture breathtaking 
shots of the city he loves. 

It’s a great nomadic 
life - but one which 
undoubtedly would not 
have panned out in such 
a remarkable way had 
Alan not been diagnosed 
with leukaemia. After 
battling the disease 
once, he relapsed four 
years later and, as he 
prepared for a life¬ 
saving bone marrow 
transplant from his 
sister, Alan found 
himself reassessing his 
whole existence. After 
much soul-searching, he 
decided that, once in the 
clear, he would leave his 
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job in advertising and 
finally pursue his dream 
of becoming a 
photographer. 

“I think leukaemia 
gave me a graceful exit 
out of advertising and 
that cut-throat 
environment,” muses 
Alan. “Leukaemia, 
cancer, anything like 
that, takes you away to 
the far ends of yourself, 
to the end of the world, 
and I think you become 
totally honest with 
yourself and say, ‘Well, 
now I have got to try that 
thing I’ve always wanted 
to do, because sh*t, I 
should have been dead a 
year ago but I’m not’,” he 
admits. 

“I do feel totally 
blessed that I’ve had 
more than 10 years 
making money from 
touring the world. While 
I’m not a high earner, I 
am rich in stories and 
experiences, so that 
keeps me going when I 
find it tough sometimes 
to justify how I live my 
life,” he smiles. 

“I do demand a lot 
from life and in some 
ways I’m still seeking 
compensation from life. 
But equally I try to find 
one magical moment in 
every day, even if it’s just 
getting on my bike, 


cycling around 
Cambridge with my 
camera and chatting to 
someone who captures 
my attention,” he 
explains. 

Alan first moved to 
Cambridge when he was 
13, because his father - 
Dr Tom McArthur - was 
asked to edit a 
Cambridge University 
Press journal. Six years 
later, his mother fell ill 
with myeloid leukaemia 
while Alan was on a gap 
year travelling around 
California, so he cut 
short his trip and 
returned home. As his 
mother underwent 
treatment at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
Alan took up a place at 
the University of East 
Anglia in Norwich, doing 
American Studies. 

However, in his 
second year his own 
health began to 
deteriorate. 

Initially coming down 
with bronchitis, he then 
developed hepatitis and 
began falling asleep in 
classes. 

Knowing instinctively 
something was seriously 
wrong, Alan was ferried 
back to Cambridge by 
his worried sister, where 
tests revealed his 
haemoglobin levels were 
dangerously low, and he 
was promptly given 14 
units of blood. 

“I felt great after that 


and asked if I could go 
home. And then the 
consultant came in and 
said, ‘you’ve got 
leukaemia’. I remember 
thinking ‘Well, I’ve got a 
year to live, that’s it, 
curtains closed, so what 
am I going to do?”’ 

Alan began a course of 
chemotherapy and 
radiotherapy for acute 
lymphoblastic 
leukaemia (ALL) and 
defied the odds to defeat 
the disease. For two- 
and-a-half years, he had 
to continue taking 
maintenance drugs, 
which would make him 
feel sick, but eventually 
he was given the all- 
clear. It was some 
comfort, he says, that he 
was in remission when 
his mother eventually 
passed away. 

Graduating in 1993, 
Alan threw himself 
wholeheartedly into his 
advertising job with 
Bates Dorland in the 
city. “We got some 
lucrative placements 
advertising everything 
from Barbie to blank 
cassettes for 
Woolworths,” he says. “I 
loved that; I lived it and 
breathed it.” 

However, in 1995, just 
as he’d secured a 
contract with a top 
agency in London that 
represented Levi’s, Alan 
relapsed, and was this 
time told he needed a 


bone marrow transplant. 
“I knew that was the end 
of my career as I had a 
year ahead of me of 
transplant preparation. 

It was a horrible, 
horrible year; the 
transplant had to work, 
because there were no 
more options after that.” 

Determined to stay 
positive, Alan says he 
would use visualisation 
to keep his spirits up. “I 
followed some mantras 
and I’d go off to the 
beech woods near the 
Gog Magog golf course 
every chance I had and 
look down on 
Addenbrooke’s and say 
‘You’re this small - this is 
you and this is me and 
I’m bigger than you,” he 
explains. “I desperately 
wanted to live.” 

Alan’s sister, Roshan, 
was a bone marrow 
match and was in 
hospital for four days as 
the transplant took 
place. “It was very hard 
and painful for her,” 

Alan recalls, “but what 
was more amazing was 
that she spent most of 
1995 coming up from 
London making sure I 
was okay, while holding 
down a difficult job.” 

The transplant was a 
success and Alan was 
put on a course of 
immunosuppressive 
drugs to ensure his body 
didn’t reject the bone 
marrow. After what he’d 
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been through, he was 
more certain than ever 
he wanted to turn his 
amateur photography 
into a career - and got his 
break when his sister, a 
writer on Marie Claire, 
was given an assignment 
to Martinique for Club 
Med, and Alan was 
tasked with taking the 
pictures. 

Given a confidence 
boost, he next headed 
out to Italy, where he was 
commissioned by 
Thomson Holidays to 
photograph cruise ships 
coming into the harbour 
in Sicily. Back home, he 
decided to mount an 
exhibition of his Italian 
images at a coffee shop 
in Camden. “I was pretty 
lucky as lo and behold, 
who happens to be 
dining in the cafe but the 
head of Iberojet - the 
largest Spanish travel 
company. He loved the 
pictures so contacted me 
and asked if I wanted a 
job taking photographs 
of his five star resorts in 
the Caribbean and the 
Canary Islands!” he 
explains. “Suddenly, I 
went from people pitying 
me to people being 
jealous of my success.” 

Alan says taking the 
job, travelling and 
leaving Britain behind 
helped him to get away 
from ‘my image of 
someone who had 
cancer’. As his 
photographic career 


began to flourish, he 
decided to go freelance. 

“I went through a list of 
all the countries I’d like 
to visit, worked out 
which ones were do-able, 
where I could stay with 
friends to cut down the 
cost and off I went. 

“Thailand became a 
great base for me; I lived 
in Bangkok for a while 
before moving to Chiang 
Mai so I could 
photograph Asia, 
Indonesia and all that 
area, Hong Kong, 
Vietnam, down to 
Australia and so on.” 

For the past decade or 
so, Alan has made 
Thailand his home for 
about six months of the 
year. “It’s a place where I 
can enjoy a very good 
lifestyle and it’s hot, 
which is important 
because I always get ill in 
the winter. I didn’t want 
to be in an English winter 
ever again so I vowed not 
to come back during that 
time, just to return in the 
summer.” 

During his summers in 
Cambridge, Alan has 
taught photography and 
English to foreign 
students, has published 
his own book on 
Cambridge and, in 2000, 
set up an online image 
library specialising in 
stunning shots of the city. 

“I like Cambridge 
because it represents 
summer to me and I love 
teaching the teenagers 


because I am a bit of a 
kid at heart myself,” he 
smiles. “Cambridge 
makes me think of sitting 
under a tree learning; it’s 
cosmopolitan and has 
lots of life in it, and I love 
going to The Orchard in 
Grantchester.” 

For the other part of 
the year, Alan usually 
heads to America. In the 
winter of 2009 his lens 
was capturing favourite 
haunts of Los Angeles 
and then he spent 
January to March last 
year living on an urban 
eco farm in Cape Town, 
writing for an online 
travel magazine. 

His work has reaped 
rewards, with Alan being 
named 1997 Time Out 
Travel Photographer of 
Year for images he took 
in Cuba, and his striking 
shots have appeared all 
over the world, from the 
Bupa Hospital in 
Cambridge to the lobby 
of the Marriott Hotel in 
Cambridge, 
Massachusetts. 

Life is certainly never 
dull for Alan, and though 
he still suffers the effects 
of his illness - he takes 
tablets for a heart 
condition, and his 
eyesight is affected by 
‘floaters’ which he 
developed while taking 
steroids for his illness - 
his raw passion for life is 
both unerring and an 
inspiration to us all.

Woman urged to keep test appointments 


WOMEN across Suffolk 
are being urged not to 
ignore their invitation 
to cervical screening. 

The message comes 
during European Cer¬ 
vical Cancer Prevention 
Week, which runs until 
Saturday. 

Hossein Khaled, NHS 
Suffolk’s public health 
screening leader, said: 
“Every year, almost 
3,000 women in the 


country are diagnosed 
with cervical cancer 
and it is the second 
most common cancer 
in women aged under 
35. 

“The symptoms of 
cervical cancer are not 
always obvious and it 
may not cause any 
symptoms until it has 
reached an advanced 
stage. 

“However, if it is 


diagnosed early the 
cancer can usually be 
successfully treated - 
this is why it is so 
important women take 
up the offer of a smear 
test. 

“In Suffolk, women 
will be invited for a 
smear test from their 
25th birthday, and then 
every three years until 
50. Between the ages of 
50 to 64 women will be 


invited to a screening 
every five years. 

“The screening pro¬ 
cess is simple and pain¬ 
less. Most women will 
attend their GP practice 
and have the test 
carried out by a practice 
nurse.”

Stick to a simple 
menu such as sausages and 
mash and serve your wedding 
cake for pudding.

■ If you really want flowers, 
make sure they’re in season. 
Ask a friend to make your 
bouquet, and stick to simple 
table arrangements. Ornate 
arrangements that require 


wiring the flowers will always 
be more expensive. 

■ Find out if there are other 
weddings taking place at your 
ceremony and reception 
venues and see if you can 
share flowers. 

■ Give yourself plenty of time 
and make your own wedding 
invitations.

All of that incredible will and 
discipline in the dance studio 
certainly pays off - not once 
do we doubt that Portman 
could perform the 
demanding solos from Swan 
Lake that punctuate this 
psychological drama.

Warm up to 
a head start 


I F you don’t have a 
heated greenhouse and 
want to start your 
seeds early to give you a 
head start on spring, it’s 
time to invest in a heated 
propagator. 

Not only can you sow slow- 
growing tender perennials such 
as geraniums now, so they start 
flowering in time for summer, 
but you can also sow seeds of 
houseplants, tuberous begonias 
and exotics such as birds of 
paradise (Strelitzia reginae), 
and even perennials which you 
want to flower this year. 

First-year flowering 
perennials which can be sown 
early in heated propagators and 
then grown in a greenhouse or 
cool room include achillea, 
helenium, echinacea, salvia and 
coreopsis. They can be 
hardened off in a sheltered spot 
in early May and planted in 
their final position a couple of 
weeks later. 

Garden centres, mail order 
and online retailers offer a 
wealth of heated propagators of

different sizes. Prices can vary 
enormously so it’s worthwhile 
doing some research into 
exactly what conditions the 
seeds you want to sow need. 

“Check whether the heated 
propagator has a thermostatic 
control, which will control the 
temperature more constantly 
and click off if the room 
temperature becomes too 
warm,” says Richard 
Gianfrancesco, head of research 
at Which? Gardening , the 
Consumers’ Association 
magazine. 

“This is important because 
windowsill temperatures tend to 
be unstable, in that they might 


have sun for part of the day and 
be cooler at other times.” 

Cheaper propagators tend to 
have one or two settings, such 
as cool and warm, irrespective 
of indoor temperatures, which 
means that the propagators have 
to be monitored more carefully 
to ensure temperatures inside 
them don’t become too high. 

Think carefully about the 
seeds you are going to sow in a 
heated propagator, 
Gianfrancesco advises. 

If you want to grow 
tomatoes, cucumbers and 
courgettes which you are 
expecting to grow on in the 
greenhouse in summer, you can 
sow them early in heated 
propagators. If, however, you 
want to plant tender veg 
outside, think about timing. 

Courgettes, melons and 
sunflowers, for example, are 
traditionally sown late and can’t 
be planted out in the garden 
until the end of May or 
beginning of June, so they 
won’t benefit from being 
germinated in a heated 
propagator early because you’ll 
still have to keep them indoors.

However, seeds which take a 
long time to germinate, such as 
chillies and sweet peppers, are 
ideal to start off in a heated 
propagator. 

But be aware that tender 
plants will need to be kept 
indoors for weeks after being 
potted on, so you’ll need 
enough space to keep them in 
your house or in a frost-free 
greenhouse or conservatory 
until the weather is warmer. A 
recent heated propagator test by 
Which? Gardening found its 
best buy to be a Stewart Heat & 
Grow Thermostatic Propagator 
(£30, stockists 020 8603 5700, 
www. stewartcompany. co. uk), 
which switched off the heating 
element at higher room 
temperatures to stop the 


compost becoming too hot. 

The Garland Triple Top 
Electric Windowsill Propagator, 
at £26 (01384 278 256, 
www.garlandproducts. com), 
also scored highly, thanks to its 
ease of use. Three separate 
units sit neatly in the heated 
base and offer great versatility. 
For example, one fully closed 
for germination, another had 
the vents open for hardening off 
seedlings and one had its lid off 
for growing on. At just 18cm 
wide, it’s also ideal for a narrow 
windowsill. 

As well as heated 
propagators, you can also buy 
warming mats which are placed 
underneath regular propagators 
and are suited to a narrow 
windowsill. 


The trial concluded: “If your 
windowsill is likely to get 
warmer than 20C during the 
daytime, a propagator with a 
thermostat, such as the Stewart, 
is a good investment. 

“Bear in mind that the 
temperature inside the 
propagator is about 10 degrees 
higher than the room 
temperature. 

“It would, therefore, be best 
suited to a cool room that 
doesn't go above 10-15C during 
the day."

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Car insurance fraud 
‘linked to crime rings’ 


MOTOR insurance 
fraud now has links to 
organised crime, a 
police chief has told 
MPs, writes Peter 
Woodman of PA News. 

Fraud has become 
“highly organised and 
clearly very profitable”, 
said Chief Superin¬ 
tendent Geraint Anwyl, of 
the roads policing 
section at the Association 
of Chief Police Officers 
(Acpo). 

He said fraudsters were 
setting up claims 
management companies 
where the “doctor”, the 
“solicitor” and the 
collision “victim” might 
possibly be members of 
the same crime family 



ACCIDENT: But was it staged? 
Concerns are growing that 
gangs are setting up incidents 
to fraudulently claim 
insurance. 


Induced collisions and 
staged collisions were 
taking place as well as 
fictitious collisions. 

The fact that fraudsters 
moved around made it 
harder for them to be 
detected, Mr Anwyl told 
the MPs. 

Mr Anwyl said of the 
situation: “Major frauds 
that are now occurring 
are linked to organised 
crime. An entire incident 
is contained within a 
group often related to 
each other. 

“If they were based in 
certain areas they would 
be easier to detect but 
groups are moving 
around.” 

Road Safety Minister 
Mike Penning also gave 
evidence, but before 
doing so announced that 
from this spring, it will be 
an offence to keep an 
uninsured vehicle, rather 
than just to drive when 
uninsured. 

Currently every 
responsible motorist 
pays an average £30 each 
year within their 
premiums to cover 
crashes involving unin¬ 
sured and untraced 
drivers. It is also 
estimated that uninsured 
and untraced drivers kill 
160 people and injure 
23,000 every year. 


Mr Penning said: 
“Uninsured drivers push 
up premiums for other 
motorists and often drive 
with no regard for other 
road users, so it is vital 
that we do everything we 
can to keep them off the 
roads. 

“More than 400 
uninsured vehicles are 
already being seized by 
the police every day, but 
it is simply not possible 
to catch every uninsured 
driver in this way. 

“That is why we are 
bringing in these new 
powers which will help us 
to take targeted action 
while freeing up police 
time to deal with the 
hard core of offenders.” 

Appearing before the 
committee, Mr Penning 
said the Government was 
working with insurers to 
ensure they had access to 
Driver and Vehicle 
Licensing Agency (DVLA) 
information to check, for 
example, that a motorist 
had supplied a correct 
age. 

Mr Penning said those 
wishing to be insured 
might be invited to tick a 
box giving their insurer 
permission to contact the 
DVLA. 

Such a scheme might 
be introduced within six 
months, he added.

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Wheel misalignment has an 
impact on fuel consumption 


RESEARCH by Micheldever/Protyre, 
the independent wholesaler and 
retailer of tyres, has indicated that 
tyre/wheel misalignment could 
cost UK motorists up to £100 
million in additional fuel costs 
alone. 

Out of alignment wheels require 
more energy to turn which can 
increase fuel consumption by 3 to 
3.5 per cent. With the price of fuel 
only likely to rise through 2011 
and the increase in VAT this 
January, Micheldever/Protyre is 
warning motorists they are burning 
money and taking unnecessary 
risks by not ensuring their 
vehicle’s wheels are aligned 
properly. 

Following another harsh winter, 
misalignment is more likely to 
develop owing to the increased 
numbers of potholes created by 
freezing temperatures and the 
likelihood of vehicles bumping into 
curbs due to the slippery road 
surfaces.

“Potholes pose a very real safety 
threat to road users as well as 
spelling premature replacement 
cost for replacing tyres and 
possible wheels as well as 
suspension components.”

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Basic checks: Easy 
way to save money 



Winter: Be sure your vehicle is roadworthy in every respect. 


IF your new year’s 
resolution was to 
take better care of 
your car, then 
January is a great 
time to perform 
some basic checks, 
which are 

guaranteed to save 
you money in the 
long run. 

Falling leaves can 
have more of an 
impact on your car 
than you might think, 
as they can collect in 
‘plenum chambers’, 
which is the tray-like 
area under the bonnet, 
just below the 
windscreen. This is 
where your car’s 
heating system draws 
in air, but leaves can 
block this and cause 
them to fill with water 
and leak, and trapped 
water can cause the 
windows to mist up 
and impair visibility. 
It’s definitely worth 
checking this area the 
next time you have 
your bonnet up for oil 
or water. 

The best way to 
prevent windscreen 
washer fluid freezing is 
to use specialist 
windscreen washer 
fluid, readily available 
from most garage 
forecourts. This will 
ensure you are able to 
clean your windscreen 
when it gets dirty and 
maintain good 


visibility, make sure 
never to use boiling 
water on windows as 
this may crack the 
glass. Windscreen 
wipers are essential in 
clearing your view, 
particularly in winter 
when grit and salt is 
thrown from the road 
onto your windscreen. 
Check for cracks or 


splitting and replace if 
required. You probably 
haven't used your 
heater rear window all 
summer long, so 
switch it on and just 
make sure that it is still 
working correctly. It 
pays to bear your own 
driving behaviour in 
mind as the seasons 
change, and to adapt 


your driving to the 
conditions. Always 
drive within your own - 
and your car’s - limits. 

Winter can also take 
its toll on car batteries 
with so many frosty 
nights, but some basic 
maintenance can help 
to prolong battery life. 
The top of your battery 
must be clean and dry, 


and the whole thing 
must be mounted 
securely on its tray. You 
can use a baking soda 
combined with water 
in order to avoid 
having corroded and 
loose battery clamps. 
If your battery is over 
three years old it’s 
worth having it 
checked now to 
prevent a frustrating 
start to a cold morning. 

Wipe your 

headlights clean before 
every journey to clear 
dirt and increase 
visibility, but you must 
also ensure they are 
aimed correctly. Check 
your fog lights are 
working properly 
before those misty 
mornings set in. 
Driving over potholes 
can knock headlights 
out of position, so have 
these checked at a 
garage. 

Treat your car to a 
nice wash and wax. 
This isn't just so that it 
will look pristine, but it 
will protect the paint 
work from the cold 
weather conditions 
and salt that they use 
to keep the roads ice 
free, and will also make 
snow and ice slip off 
the car easily 

Finally, stock up on 
antifreeze and make 
sure your boot has a 
torch and blanket 
safely stored away, just 
in case.

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Be sure you’re not a road hazard 


MANY motorists are 
driving in wintry 
conditions in cars 
they know are 
unsafe, according to 
a poll. 

As many as 22 per 
cent of male motorists 
are venturing out while 
aware their brakes are 
poor, while 21 per cent 
of them have bald tyres, 
the poll by 
webuyanycar.com 
found. 

Also, 14 per cent of 
men are driving without 
a valid MOT certificate, 
while 23 per cent of 
women travel with 
chipped windscreens or 
broken lights. 


The poll of 3,000 
motorists found that 16 
per cent travel without a 
phone in the car. 

Overall, around 30 per 
cent of cars were being 
driven with one fault or 
another. 

At a time when salt 
from the roads can 
impair vision, the survey 
showed that the biggest 
fault facing drivers was 
having no windscreen 
wash. 

Around 20 per cent 
were driving with their 
car overdue for a 
service, while 3 per cent 
had broken seatbelts. 

Paul Coulter, of 
webuyanycar.com, said: 
“Cold conditions and 


long drives make it 
especially important to 
keep your car in good 
working order. We’d urge 
people to get their cars 
checked before long 
drives. 

“Being a responsible 
driver isn’t simply about 
how you drive your car; 
it’s as much about 
making sure that the 
vehicle you are going to 
drive is roadworthy. 

“Our research indi¬ 
cates that 30 per cent of 
cars on the road are a 
hazard to other road 
users and we’re appeal¬ 
ing to everyone to take 
their responsibility to 
other road users 

seriously.” Happy motoring: Be sure your vehicle is free of mechanical problems before you set off on your journey. 



Cold this winter has conspired to break up road 
surfaces, with potholes increasing as a result 


JUST as the country has 
recovered from the sudden 
cold snap Arctic blasts are 
heading for the UK that will 
see thermometers 
everywhere reaching minus 
figures once again. 

Unfortunately the roads 
are far from ready for the 
extremes of temperature, as 
potholes caused by the first 
bout of cold weather will 
worsen and new craters will 
open up. 

The state of the roads will 
deteriorate “incredibly 
quickly” over the coming 
months, said a spokesman 
from the website 
Potholes.co.uk. 

Insurance provider 
Warranty Direct, which runs 
the website, said it expects 


to see a sharp increase in 
claims for axle and 
suspension related damage 
in the coming weeks. 

A spokesman said the site 
had already seen a huge 
increase in web traffic 
during the nationwide 
blanketing of snow. He 
estimated British motorists 
paid out £320 million last 
year from damage incurred 
from potholes. 

Commenting on the road 
conditions, Warranty Direct 
spokesman Duncan 
McClure-Fisher said: “That 
figure could pale into 
insignificance. The roads are 
going to deteriorate 
incredibly quickly over the 
coming months. Given the 
severity and earlier than 


normal arrival of harsh 
wintry conditions, 
everything is pointing 
towards a miserable period 
for motorists. 

“Local councils and 
central Government have a 
duty of care to maintain the 
roads of Britain. Yet, with the 
extended period of cold 
weather and councils 
trimming budgets across the 
country, it’s hard to see how 
they will be able to tackle 
what points towards being 
the worst ever pothole 
season.” 

Potholes are caused by 
water or snow filling existing 
cracks in road surfaces and 
freezing. The expansion 
causes breaks on the road, 
which is revealed when the 


ice melts. Repeated freeze- 
thaw cycles cause more 
damage. 

Before you set out be sure 
to: 

■ Keep an eye on local and 
national weather forecasts 
before heading out 

■ Make sure you have a 
hands-free phone/charger, a 
torch, screen scraper and 
shovel in the car 

■ Remember in bad 
weather stopping distances 
can increase significantly 

■ Always apply brakes 
gently. Release them and 
de-clutch if the car skids 

■ Try to maintain a constant 
speed, choosing the most 
suitable gear in advance to 
avoid having to change 
down while climbing a hill.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
